Hampton is one of the greatest Shorthorn bulls on the American continent. 
He was selected and imported as the best young bull of his age in Great 
Britain, in 1898 and was landed at the farm of C B Dustin & Son, ata cost 
of $2,000. His get have been in strong demand, and the substance, flesh 
and finish of his offspring will undoubtedly continue to hold them in popu- 
lar favor. He was bred by Mr. Duthie from the celebrated Marr-Missie 
tribe and sired by the Uppermill Princess Royat bull, Prince Frolic 132571, 
by the great William of Orange, son of Roan Gauntlet; Mademoiselle 6th, 
the dam of Merry Hampton, was a daughter of the great and only Field 
Marshall 64984; Mademoiselle 5th by Ventriloquist, of the Cruickshank tribe 
and sired by Roan Gauntlet. 

LOVELY OF GREENDALE 3D—was the dam of the junior champion heifer 
shown by € C Norton at the International 1901. She belongs to the Cruick- 
shank Lovely family which came originally from the beautiful cow Marion 
by Anthony (1640) that had been boughtin England irom Mr. Lovell of 
Edgeott. The Lovelys were well thought of by. Mr. Cruickshank, and he 
put in service at Sittyton the bull Lord Lansdown (29128); a grandson of 
Lovely 6th. (Sanders’ “Short-horn Cattle’). Imp Lovely 25th was a show 
cow imported by the Kentucky Importing Co. in 1883. 

BARMPTON ROYAL, a fine bull of the Cruickshank, Barmpton Rose fam- 
ily. got by Imp. Salamis 110075, out of Barmpton’s Pride by Imp. Prince 
Bishop (58170); Imp. Barmpton Primrose by Viking (48873); Barmpton 
Snowdrop by Roan Gauntlet (35284). 

GOLDEN PRINCE, a thick-meated bull of the Cruickshank Brawith Bud 

family, got by Imp. Leyburn 60248 out of Golden Rose by Imp. knight of 
the Rose, tracing to Golden Pippin by Champion of England (17526). 

FAVORITE, got by Border Chief (37854) out ‘of Lady Mysie 8d by 
Macbeth (37625,; etc. Imp Favorite was a fine individual, bred from prize 
winners 

GENERAL WINDSOR, a roan bull of Booth blood used by Mr. Cruick- 
shank, got by Windsor Fitz-Windsor (25458) out of Rose of Assam by Lord 
Frederick (22156).

Bapton Javelin’s dam was 
by Commodore 96849, bred by A Cruickshank. The dam of Victoria’s Count 
was Victoria Countess, said to be the best cow in the Ruddington herd. 
She was an owndaughter of that mostcelebrated show bull and sire Count 
Lavender 132575, reputed to be the most successful breeding bull used in 
Great Britain for many years. He was thesire of Mr. E. 8S. Kelly’s 
show cow Imp. Bapton Pearl that is the dam of the great bull White Hall 
Sultan; also the sire of Count Victor that sired Mr. Bothwell’s Imp. 
Nonpareil Victor. Below Count Lavender the next four sires are, Gondo- 
lier, Roan Gauntlet, Barmpton Prince and Champion of England, all bred 
by A Cruickshank.

The dam of Barmpton Hero 
was Mr Dryden’s Favorite cow Imp Mimulus, bred by A Cruickshank and 
sired by Champion of England, that greatest of all Cruickshank bulls. 


DAISY OF STRATHALLAN 138TH—the dam of Victorallan, was a prize win- 
ner and comes from a family of prize winners.

Imp. RED EMPEROR won the first prize in 1885 as a yearling at the Grand 
Dominion and Provincial Exhibition at London, was first at the Great 
Central at Hamilton, and first as well as grand sweepstakes as best bull of 
any age at Whitby, Canada. In 1886, as a two-year-old, was winner of the 
following prizes: At Maryville, Mo., first in class and first in grand sweep- 
stakes; at St. Joseph, Mo., first in class; at Omaha, Neb., first in class, first 
in sweepstakes for Shorthorns and first in grand sweepstakes, all breeds 
competing; at Lincoln, Neb., State Fair, first in class, first in sweepstakes 
for Shorthorns and first in grand sweepstakes; at Shenandoah. Iowa, first 
in class and first in grand Sweepstakes; at St. Louis, Mo.. tirst in class and 
first in sweepstakes: thereby stamping himself as one, if not the greatest 
prize winner in this country.

Her descendants have always 
been held in high favor by Short-Horn breeders and many distinguished 
prize winners trace to their maternal lines. The great Lucy family, ‘bred at 
one time by Wm. Warfield, of Kentucky, produced many noted show 
animals. This family is also a great milking tribe.

CRYSTAL WATERLOO.—( Bates’ celebrated Waterloo tribe) was by Win- 
some Duke 3d 72209; out of Imp. Waterloo Duchess 4th by Rowfant Duke of 
Oxford (43926), Imp. Waterloo Duchess 4th, bred by Rev. J. J. D. Jefferson, 
Thicket Priory, York, England, and was imported in 1880 by the late Col. 
H.M. Vaile, of Independence, Mo. During the late depression in Short- 
Horn values, “ol. Vaile sold several of this family, both male and female, at 
from $500 to $1000 each.
